As the result of an informal 
agreement reached among the Up- 
land city councilmen, a portion of 
the money to pay the city’s share 
of the proposed retirement fund 
will come from the water depart- 
ment account and a portion from 
the general tax fund, it was an- 
nounced today.» 

James E. Goodban, chairman of 
the council finance committee, es- 
timated that ‘from three to four 
cents”, of the tax rate would be 
applied’ to the retirement fund. 
Previously, a 12-cent figure had 
been discussed as the likely tax 
rate required to provide enough 
money for the municipality's 
share.

This tax has produced more money than allocated to the 
schools and it & now being diverted for other uses.
